One  transferable  death  was  registered  as  tuberculosis,  but 
the  case  did  not  appear  on  our  register.  This  does  not  reflect 
upon  efficiency  of  the  notification,  as  the  immediate  cause  of 
death  was  given  as  Bronchiectasis.  This  makes  the  ratio  of 
new  and  notified  tuberculosis  deaths  1.4.

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2.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Sputa  and  swabs  are  examined  for  the  local  practitioners  at 
the  County  Laboratory  at  Taunton,  and  the  Institute  of  Preventive 
Medicine,  University  of  Bristol. 

There  are  two  depots  from  which  anti-toxin  can  be  obtained  : — 
one  at  the  Council  Offices,  and  one  at  the  Public  Institution, 
Keynsham.  It  is  stocked  in  phials  containing  the  minimum  dose 
advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Such  other  Analytical  and  Bacteriological  work  as  is  necessary 
for  the  Public  Health  Administration  including  analysis  of  water, 
milk  and  food  stuff,  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratories  at 
Taunton. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  is  available  for  infectious  cases  at  the 
Paulton  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

Other  ambulance  services  are  provided  (through  arrangements 
made  by  the  Local  Authority)  by  Bristol  City  and  Marine  Ambulance 
and  Bath  City  Brigade,  and  these  services  appear  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

H ome  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  Somerset  County  Nursing 
Association,  and  no  general  nurses  are  employed  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

There  are  two  resident  nurses  in  the  District,  both  of  whom 
are  qualified  midwives. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Tuberculosis  work  is  served  by  clinics  at  Bristol,  Bath  and 
Radstock. 

V.D.  cases  can  either  go  to  the  clinic  at  Bristol  or  Bath,  or  to 
the  County  Council  clinic  at  Radstock. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Paulton. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  treated  at  the  County  Sanatorium 
(Quantock).  Chronic  cases  at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution, 
Keynsham;  Mental  cases  at  the  County  Mental  Hospital,  Wells; 
Ear,  throat  and  nose  cases  at  the  special  departments  of  the  Bristol 
Royal  Infirmary,  Bristol  General  Hospital  and  Bath  Royal  United 
Hospital. 

Puerperal  fever  and  pyrexia  are  treated,  when  necessary,  at 
the  special  departments  of  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Bristol 
General  Hospital  and  Bath  Royal  United  Hospital. 
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Ophthalmia  neonatorum  is  treated  at  the  special  departments 
of  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  Bristol  General  Hospital,  Bath  Royal 
United  Hospital,  or  at  Bristol  Eye  Hospital,  Bristol  Eye  Dispensary 
or  Bristol  Eye  Infirmary. 

The  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Bristol  General  Hospital  and 
the  Bath  Royal  United  Hospital  are  staffed  by  practitioners  of 
consulting  rank,  and  have  special  departments  for  ophthalmic  work, 
ear,  nose  and  throat,  dental,  X-ray  and  massage.  The  two  former 
have  well-equipped  Maternity  Departments.

There  are  two  Nursing  Homes  in  the  District — the  Grange  at 
Bath  Road,  and  Clovelly  at  West  View  Road.  T.  he  latter  takes 
maternity  cases. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

I he  Urban  District  is  in  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Company,  and  all  except  the  outlying  or 
scattered  houses  have  a piped  supply. 
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The  water  is  analysed  quarterly  and  the  results  have  proved 
satisfactory  as  regards  bacteriological  examination. 

It  is  somewhat  hard,  but  is  within  the  stipulated  limit  of  18 
degrees. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  in  the  public  supply  at  any 

time. 

An  analysis  of  water  in  one  of  the  private  wells  showed  the 
water  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  drinking,  and  the  well  was  con- 
demned. A supply  has  now  been  taken  from  a public  main  recently 
laid  past  the  property. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

New  sewers  laid  totalled  1,130  yards,  as  follows:  —

To  relieve  congestion  by  storm  water  in  the  western  area,  an 
overflow  was  constructed,  together  with  a 15-in.  diameter  storm 
water  overflow  sewer,  and  this  appears  to  have  satisfactorily  pre- 
vented overcharging  of  the  Hams  sewer. 

A length  of  1,492  yds.  of  new  soil  drains  were  laid,  being  1,216 
yds.  of  6-in.,  and  1,263  yds.  of  4-in.  diameter,  all  of  which  was 
tested  by  smoke  or  water.  In  addition,  13  yds.  of  4-in.  surface  water 
drain  were  laid  and  inspected. 

All  the  built-up  or  developing  areas  of  the  District  are  served 
by  sewers,  but  in  certain  parts  of  the  District  these  are  reaching 
their  limit  of  satisfactory  service,  particularly  at  the  eastern  end, 
where  old  highway  drains  still  do  duty  for  sewers,  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  know  that  the  Council  has  appointed  a consulting 
engineer  to  report  upon  the  sewerage  of  the  District  following 
upon  a report  of  your  Surveyor  as  to  the  present  system. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Avon  flows  through  the  District  from  east  to  west, 
and  its  tributary,  the  River  Chew,  from  south  to  north,  and  these 
still  produce  widespread  flooding  in  prolonged  periods  of  very  wet 
weather — mainly  over  pasture  land,  etc. 

The  brooks  are  comparatively  free  from  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  th-e  whole  of  the  District  is  on  the  water  carriage 
system. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

Collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  continued  weekly  in  the 
former  parish  of  Keynsham,  and  the  collection  increased  from 
monthly  to  fortnightly  in  the  former  parish  of  Saltford. 

The  tips  are  kept  under  supervision  by  your  Inspector  and 
dressed  periodically  with  rat  poison.  The  Saltford  tip  is  rapidly 
filling,  and  in  view  of  its  restricted  use,  need  not  be  retained.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

I reported  upon  the  desirability  of  this  matter  being  put  into 
operation,  and  I was  pleased  at  the  prompt  manner  in  which  the 
Council  acted  upon  the  advice  offered. 

The  Scheme,  in  which  your  District  takes  part,  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council,  and  provides  : — 

(a)  For  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Local  medical  practitioners  carry  out  the  necessary  immunisation, 
the  materials  being  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  a fee  paid 
for  the  work. 

(b)  For  children  of  school  age. 

The  school  doctors  test  all  children  attending  public  elementary 
schools  (unless  the  parents  object)  using  the  simple  Schick  test,  and 
then  offer  to  immunise  all  those  found  to  be  susceptible. 

The  County  Council  carry  out  the  work,  but  the  Urban 
Council  provide  the  materials.
